FROM NATIONAL COUNCIL OF CHURCHES NEWS- 

Church World Service has received $5.5 mil. in 
corn, sorghum seed for farmers in the south- 
east. CSX Transportation is giving free 
transport on their rail system for the en- 
tire seed shipment. It will take 46 rail- 
cars to transport the 103,715 50-pound bags 
of corn seed, 4,563 50-pound bags of grain 
sorghum seed, and 2,092 50-pound bags of 
forage sorghum seed from the Midwest to 23 
distribution points in eight Southeastern 
states. 

"Seed is the beginning of a farmer's future" 
said Tom Trantham, a Pelzer, S.C., dairy 
farmer, who with Marian Hesse of Atlanta, is 
co-coordinator of CWS Drought Response in 
the Southeast. "Without seed, there is no 
future. At this time, there are many far- 
mers in our area who are definitely at the 
point of not being able to afford to buy 
seed."

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CONFERENCE CORNER 



As a member of the Executive Committee (along 
with Libby Scott), from this Conference, I 
have just returned from a very heavy meeting 
in Cleveland, Ohio, March 10 - 15th. Along 
with all the other items of business that 
Executive Council usually has to deal with, 
two important new decisions were made. 

First, the new Coordinating Center for Women 
in Church and Society was approved to be re- 
commended to General Synod. This calls for 
a new instrumentality with a budget of 
$350,000.00 for 1988. 

The second big decision was to recommend the 
"U.C.C. Headquarters be moved from New York 
by 1991, or as soon thereafter as possible." 
Many cities will be studied, with Cleveland 
and Chicago high on many lists. The recom- 
mendation to go to St. Louis was rejected. 

The reports on plans for General Synod this 
year sound good, with the U.C.C. churches in 
the Cleveland area planning to give the 
members of our churches a royal welcome. As 
members of this church, we ought to hold the 
delegates and leaders of the church in our 
prayers. Pray that the Holy Spirit will 
lead all of us as individuals and all of our 
churches to greater service for Jesus Christ.
